Fish Cargo By Air 


Former Two-Day Trip Now Takes 
Half An Hour 

Within half an hour after white fish 
are caught in the lakes of northern 
Manitoba they are delivered to a 
point by aeroplane on the Hudson 
Bay Railway, 85 miles away, for 
transit from this point by rail to cit- 
jes in Canada and the United States 
where they are in demand. Formerly 
the 35-mile journey by horse outfits 
and tractors took two days over 
rough trails. 

The inland fisheries of Canada are 
among the country’s most valuable 
assets. The fish caught in large 
quantities for the commercial market 
in Manitoba come from Lake Winni- 
peg, Lake Winnipegosis, Lake Mani- 
toba and the smaller lakes, White 
fish and pickerel are the chief fish 
caught, ‘but pike, tullibee, gold-eye 
and several other varieties are plenti- 
ful.

Under this system, which is in use 
on railways and in post offices on the 
Continent, the hours of the day are 
numbered from 0 to 23, beginning at 
midnight. Thus eighteen o'clock is six 
o'clock at night, and so on. 

The twenty-four-hour clock is al- 
ready in use in the Army, Navy, 
and Air Force; the railways are will- 
ing to adopt it, and the change was 
recommended_by a Home Office Com- 
mittee as far back as 1919. 

Adoption of the twenty-four-hour 
system would not mean that private 
clocks and watches would have to be 
altered, though the numbers from 13 
could easily be added to the dial if de- 
sired. But time-tables, official notices, 
and similar documents would use the 
new style, and the public would bene- 
fit because the possibility of confusion 
between ‘“‘a.m.” and “p.m."’ would be 
eliminated.—London Answers.

Grasshopper Menace 


Steps Being Taken Now To . Little Helps For This Week 


Insect Invasion 

The prairie provinces are facing in- 
vasion. In Manitoba, particularly, will | 
the brunt of battle be felt this sum- ; 
mer, The enemy forces in that prov- 
ince alone will number at least 4,356,- 
000,000,000. To combat that force 
“munition factories” in Manitoba are 
working day and night and a confer- 
ence between provincial and federal 
strategists was held in Winnipeg on 
March 2 when the most intensive 
plan of campaign ever drawn up in 
Canada was decided upon. 

The enemy? Just the humble but 
destructive grasshopper. 

The munitions? Technically they 
are known as “bait,” a combination 
of “half and half” sawdust, bran and 
sodium arsenite. 

The conferees? Leading entomolo- 
gists headed by Norman Criddle. 

This year Manitoba is preparing for 
one of its worst invasions in certain 
areas. It will cost the province in the 
neighborhood of $150,000 to wage a 
battle in an infested area estimated 
at 1,000,000 acres. 

Incidentally the introduction of 
sawdust in the bait is a Canadian dis- 
covery which saved $40,000 last year 
and which is now accepted in all 
parts of the continent.

moving, at least so far as the principle involved is concerned, this particular 
phase of the tariff question from the realm of partizan politics. Differences 
of opinion as to details of any such trade arrangement may exist or develop 
between the two great political parties in this country, but, so far as the 
question of the desirability of such an arrangement, it has now been quite 
plain that there is no difference of opinion.

Premier Bennett made his momentous announcement when speaking to 
a resolution moved by a Liberal member, and which was worded as follows: 

“That, in the opinien of this House, it 1s expedient that the Government 
of Cemada re-open negotiations with the Government of the United States of 
America with a view of bringing about a satisfactory reciprocal trade agree- 
ment between Canada and the United States whereby the natural products 
of Canada, that is the products of the sea, the farm, the mines, and the for- 
ests, and including fish, lumber, wheat, cattle, etc., should have free entry 
into the United States in exchange for the admission of certain goods from 
the United States of America, which in the interests of both countries may 
be admitted into Canada, free from customs tariffs.” 

Almost equal in its importance to Premier Bennett's statement, is the 
announcement contained in press despatches that the new Administration at 
Washington, under the guidance of President Roosevelt, proposes to make 
overtures to the Canadian Government looking to the negotiation of such a} 
trade agreement or treaty, if, indeed, such overtures have not already been | 
tentatively made. 

Canadians generally will welcome these new developments, and nowhere 
will they be received with greater goodwill, and with sincere hopes that suc- 
cess will attend such negotiations, than in the provinces of Western Canada, 
Unquestionably, the continent of North America is one economic unit, Row- 
ever it may be divided politically and nationally. Nature made it so geo- 
graphically and climatically. - 

The United States can supply Canada with:many things we do not, and | 
cannot, produce for Ourselves,—cotton, tropical and semi-trop‘cal fruits, | 
anthracite coal, many articles of manufacture, to mention only a few items. 
On the other hand, the United States stands in‘need of enormous quantities | 
of other natural products which Canada can supply in abundance. Why, then, 
should both countries erect barriers against the natural exchange of such 
commodities to the disadvantage of both? 

Here in Western Canada we can raise tens of thousands of head of | 
range cattle, but we are handicapped in finishing them for market, including 
the British market, and are at a distinct disadvantage in competing with the 
Argentine. But the United States raises enormous quantities of corn for | 
feeding purposes. What is more natural than that Western Canada should 
ship thousands upon thousands of stocker cattle to the corn states to the 
south to be fattened for market ? Both countries would profit thereby. 

Why should the Maritime Provinces be forced to look for markets jong 
distances inland in Ontario and Quebec, even in the West, with the rich 
markets of the great cities along the U.S. Atlantic seaboard right at hand 
and easily and cheaply reached by water transportation? Why should 
Ontario, lacking coal supplies of its own, be denied free and cheap access 
to the great coalfields immediately to the south but in the United States? 
Why should either country cripple the natural flow of trade north and south, 
fighting geography in an uneconomical fashion, while striving for markets 
thousands of miles away? 

Is it now admitted, almost universally, that the troubles which today

It is a new application of radio, 
treating disease instead of sending 
messages, and was reported by Dr.

Among these 
diseases are general paresis, a form 
of paralysis that attacks many in-' 
sane persons, some forms of arthritis, 
a disease of the joints, and diseases 
that affect the bodily extremities— 
arms and legs, feet and hands.

Man ty Poor Faster 


Animals Can Go Much Longer With- 
out Food Or Water 

When it comes to fasting, man is 
& poor second in comparison with the 
ability of various animals to go for 
long periods without foods. Human 
beings can go for ten or twelve days 
without food or water and for weeks 
if they take water, but animals can 
do much better than this, according 
to Professor Hartkopf, a German 
scientist. ‘ 

“Man, under the somewhat ener- 
vating influence of civilization,” says 
Professor Hartkopf, “has undoubted- 
ly lost much of his physical endur- 
ance. By comparison with the inferior 
organisms, he emerges only moder- 
ately well from this form of competi- 
tion. ; 

‘Ahe Rhenish salmon, during the 
long period of some nine months 
which it spends for spawning purpos- 
es in fresh water, takes no nourish- 
ment whatever. Astonishing as this 
record may seem, it is surpassed by 
that of many reptiles, which fast for 
a whole year when compelled by cir- 
cumstances,.and emerge in fairly 
good condition from the experience. 

“Beasts of prey, including birds, 
in the vicissitudes to which they are 
liable where the food supply is con- 
cerned, show a wonderful capacity to 
adjust themselves to unfavorable cir- 
cumstances and readily endure fasts 
of two weeks and longer. 

“All these records are surpassed by 
those of fishes, turtles, salamanders, 
snakes and the like. ; 

“Many small animals, like squirrels, 
survive no longer than the fourth day 
of a fast. 

“However, the winter sleep of the 
hedgehog, and its fast, will last from 
three to four months while a variety 
of woodchuck fasts for more than 
four months without any kind of 
nourishment,”

Manufacturers esti- 
mate that the jig-saw puzzles have 
been increased 30 per cent. in intric- 
acy to meet the new vogue. Some 
puzzles have as many as 1,800 pieces. 

Old fashioned designs featuring 
Colonial costumes, hunting scenes, 
copies of famous paintings, etc., still 
are the most popular, although there 
is a vogue for comics.

Undeterred by adverse world con- 
ditions and by the prolonged period 
of difficulty through which it has 
passed, industrial Britain goes stead- 
ily ahead receiving and filling orders 
for foreigh account, often in the face 
of severe competition’ from other na- 
tions; and thus-continuing to build up 
Britain’s reputation ‘as a centre for 
the production of superior manufac- 
Aured articles in widespread demand. 
- Of decided interest to Canadians 
is the announcement made by repre- 
sentatives of the Welsh tinplate trade 
of a record order from the American 
Can Company, .operating works in 
Montreal and Vancouver, for a mil- 
lion boxes of tinplate valued at $700,- 
000. The firm’ receiving this order 
controls 20 tinplate works in South 
Wales, in addition to six iron and 
steel plants, and already the effects 
of the contract are being reflected 
in increased activity in local indus- 
tyial circles. 

A. Manchester plant has recently 
completed a contract for tight heavy 
mixed-traffic locomotives for service 
on the Chinese Government Railways 
and the locomotives, fully erected, 
have been shipped in a vessel special- 
ly equipped for such consignments. 
Locomotives of this description have 
been supplied to China by United 
States firms in the past. 


Four oil-electric locomotives, the 
largest yet produced in Europe, are 
about to be shipped from the Arm- 
strong, Whitworth works near New- 
eastle-on-Tyne to South America for 
use on the Buenos Aires Great South- 
ern ‘Railway. 

Two, engineering firms are report- 
ed to have jointly secured a contract 
for gasoline storage tanks which are 
to be erected at Haifa, Palestine, for 
the Iraq Petroleum Company. The 
contract, Industrial Britain reports, is 
worth £160,000 and was secured in 
the face of world-wide competition. 

From Durham county comes word 
of the receipt of orders from Czecho- 
Slovakia and Holland for coal-clean- 
ing equipment representing a total 
value of more than £40,000. 

Order's from Persia for textile ma- 
chinery to the value of £40,000 have 
been received by Lancashire firms. 
These orders follow the announce- 
ment that the Shah of Persia has 
given instructions that the machin- 
‘ery for a number of spinning and 
weaving mills that are peing estab- 

’ hished in that country must be order- 
ed from Great Britain. 


Another big contract has been ky 


placed by the Russian trade agency 
with a Manchester firm for a railway 
axle plant which is to be installed 
by the Soviet Government with an 
annual output of 270,000 axles. The 
same firm has recently completed a 
large Russian machine tools order, 
‘and the latest one was obtained in 
the face of severe competition from 
Germany. 

A Bolton concern of -machine-tool 
makers reparts the successful conclu- 
sion of negotiations with Canadian 
buyers for various types of tools 
formerly purchased from the United 
States. The order, it is stated, runs 
into thousands of pounds in value. 

Thus, in hard times as well as in 
good times, the British industrialist 
goes steadily forward capturing. or- 
ders for the provision of machinery 
or other articles to foreign countries, 
notwithstanding severe competition 
from other nations. His business sur- 
mounts tariff and other barriers and 
the world continues to be his market. 
That he is enabled to receive his due 
share of foreign orders is principally 
due to the quality of his output, for 
it is universally recognized that Bri- 
tish goods are satisfactory goods and 
in spite of great temptations, the 
British industrialist has consistently 
declined to put an inferior article on 
the market. 

Those who are accustomed to argue 
that Britain is dead industrially and 
otherwise fail to take into account 
the energy with which the British 
manufacturer continues to seek an 
outlet for his goods and the market | 
which those goods continue to com- | 
mand, on account of their inherent | 
quality, in spite of world conditions 
in world trade.

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Electric Power Cheap and Pet 


Only a Fraéiton of ‘th Of the Known Water 
Power Has Been Put To Use 

There need be no concern about a 
shortage of electric power in Canada 
for a long time to come. The latest 
official survey of the water-power re- 
sources of the Dominion discloses that 
they will permit a turbine installa- 
tion of 43,700,000 horse-power.-At the 
end of 1932 the total turbine installa- 
tion was 7,045,260 horse-power or 
slightly more than 16 per cent. of the 
total available, 

The known available water-power 
in Canada from all sources is 20,847,- 
400 horse-power for conditions of or- 
dinary minimum flow and 33,617,200 
horse-power ordinarily available for 
six months of the year. Hydro-elec- 
trical engineers agree that sound 
practice, in actual development to in- 
stall turbines to 30 per cent. in excess 
of the ordinary six-month power 
available on a stream, hence the re- 
corded water-power resources of the 
Dominion would permit installation 
up to a total of 43,700,000 horse-pow- 
er. In addition to the recorded re- 
sources many unrecorded rapids and 
falls of undetermined power capacity 
exist on rivers and streams from 
coast to coast. 

The six-month flow figures show 
the province of Quebec with 13,064,- 
000 horse-power; Ontario, 6,940,000; 
Manitoba, 5,344,500; British Colum- 
bia, 5,103,500; Saskatchewan, 1,082,- 
000; Alberta, 1,049,500; Yukon and 
Northwest Territories, 731,000; New 
Brunswick, 169,100; Nova Scotia, 
128,300; and Prince Edward Island, 
5,800; a total for all Canada of 33,- 
617,200 horse-power. 

In turbine installation the Province 
of Quebec leads with a total of 3,357,- 
320 horse-power. The Ontario instal- 
lation tetals 2,208,105 horse-power, 
that of British Columbia 713,192; 
Manitoba, 890,925; New Brunswick, 
133,681; Nova Scotia, 112,167; Alber- 
ta, 71,597; Saskatchewan, 42,035; Yu- 
kon and North West Territories, 13,- 
199 and Prince Edward Island, 2,439.

Six periodic comets are due for re+ 

turn engagements, Two eclipses of 
| the sun are on the schedule also. 

Then too, Mars, which is probably 
of more popular interest than any 
other planet because of its possibili- 
ties as an abode of life and its fasci- 
nating and varied surface markings 
which indicate seasonal changes, 
came to perihelion on March 1. 

Perihelion is that point of the orbit 
of a planet or comet which is nearest 
to the sun. This is one of the less 
favorable oppositions, since the plan- 
et is 62,700,000 miles distant from 
the earth at nearest approach on that 
date. 

Nevertheless astronomers interest- 
ed in the physical phenomena of the 
planets are keeping thig little neigh- 
boring world under scrutiny for some 
weeks, and we may expect to hear 
more than usual about the ruddy 
planet Mars within the next few 
months. 

The comets returning are Brorsen, 
Pons-Winnecke, De Vico-Swift, Gias- 
cobini, Finlay and Holmes. The first 
was last seen in 1879 and is due to 
come to perihelion again in Novem- 
ber. 

The Pons-Winnecke comet has a 
period of nearly six years and was dis- 
covered in 1819, It is due to return 
again in May. . 
| , Giascobini’s comet was discovered 
by that astronomer at Nice in 1900. 
It is due at perihelion in June. Fin- 
|lay’s comet is also due in June. 
|Holmes' comet was discovered in 
| 1892. It is due in August. 

There will be two eclipses of the 
sun, both annular. An annular eclipse, 
‘is one in which the relative positions 
;of sun and moon are such that the 
|moon fails completely to cover the 


| solar disk and there is a thin annulus 
|or ring of light surrounding the dark 
lunar disk at the time that would 
| correspond to mid-totality of & solar 
eclipse. 

The first eclipse occured on Feb, 
| 24. The partial phase was visible in 
‘the southern and central part of 
| South America, all of Africa, except 
the extreme northwestern part, the 
| western part of the Mediterranean, 
Greece, Asia Minor, Persia and Ara- 
| bia. 

The next eclipse will occur on Aug. 
21. The partial phase will be visible 
in central and eastern Europe and 
northeastern Africa at sunrise, later 
in the morning, or near mid-day, in 
Siberia, central and southern Asia, 
|and in the afternoon in the Philip- 
| p-nes and East Indies.
